May it please tour Excellency, 

On the 20th of last September I had the honour of submitting, for your 
Excellency’s consideration, a general abstract showing the acreage under Crops 
in each County and Province of Ireland, in 1854 and 1855 ; and on the 2nd of 
the following month another abstract exhibiting the number of Live Stock by 
Counties and Provinces for the same years. I now beg to submit Returns con- 
taining the average produce, per statute acre, and the estimated total produce 
of each crop ; also the acreage under the several crops in 1854 and 1855. 

The average rates of produce for 1855 were procured, as in former years, 
through the mediiun of the Sub-Inspectors of Constabulary,— to whom printed 
forms were supplied for the purpose, accompanied by a Circular calling their 
special attention to the subject.* 

The following is a copy of the memorandum printed on each form, explanatory 
of the method of filling the Return* : — . . 

“ Tho QoverDment being desirous of ascertaining tbe quantity of food produced in Ireland during 
the present year, have directed returns to he collected, showing the extent of land under each 
description of crop. These Returns hare now been received, but in addition to the information which 
they afford, it is most important to ascertain, as nearly as possible, the average rate of produce of each 
crop. To accomplish this object the annexed form has been prepared.* In this form each crop is 
divided into classes, and an assumed rate of produce is given to each class ; thusj in the Wheat crop, 
the First Class is set down at “ above 9 barrels the Second at " from 6 to 9 j” the- Third at “ from 
4 to 6 j” the Fourth at “ from 2 to 4 j” and the Fi^s “ under 2 harreia” (of 20 stones) to each statute 
acre. In the First Class of each crop o space is left in which the person making the report will enter 
thofiighest rate of produce known in the District. 

Tho next column should contain the probable produce of each class per statute (or English acre). 
Upon tho first view it might appear from the mean (or middle quantity) of 6 and 9 being 7-|, that this 
would be tho proper number to insert in this column as the probable produce of Wheat within the 
Second Class; but if tho lower, rates of produce, that ia, 6 and 7 harreia to the acre, are of the greater 
extent within the District, the true average of the class will he helow the common mean of 6 and 9 ; 
and the reverse of this may also occur if the greater extent of crop should range between 8 and 9 
barrels ; for these reasons the probable rale of produce in each class ia left to be filled np by the Sub- 
Inspector as. accurately as he can.. 

To facilitate tho calculation, it is requested that the proportionate extent of each class maybe given 
in tenths; and it is to bo understood that these proportions, so far as this report of rates of produce is 
concerned, have norefa-ence whatever to the number of acres of the crop, as the proportion maybe the 
same whether there he 1,000 or 100,000 acres cultivated, only observing that the number- of tenths 
in each crop, when added together, should make TEN. 

It J8 also requested that the rates of produce may he given for statute (or English) acres, which 
in some districts, where the Irish measure still prevails, may cause additioual trouble ; but^as the 
produce of an Irish acre may he clianged into the produce of a Statute (or English) acre, by multiplying 
the rate by 30 (accurately 30^), and dividing the result by 49, it is hoped, when a difficulty is 
experienced, it may be readily overcome.”' 

These forms have been filled very satisfactorily by the Sub-Inspectors, who, 
from an intimate knowledge of their districts, and an acquaintance with the 
inhabitants, are well qualified to procure accurate information on this difficult 
subject. In order, however, to test the accuracy of their retimns, I endeavoured 
to procure similar information from the several Boards of Guardians; and with

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that object the following circular was addressed to them soliciting their co- 
operation and assistance in this important matter : — 

Ageiottmusal Statibtios OpFiofl, 5 , Hburietta-stheet, Dublin, 
27th October, 1855, 

Gentlemen, — Having last year received in many cases the friendly assistance of the Guardians in 
ascertaining the rates of produce in the several Poor Law Unions, I am now most desirous to obtain 
tbeir opinion, 'in order that the returns of produce for this year may be as accurate as possible. 

I beg to say that circulars were issued by me in the month of J uly last, addressed to the magistracy, 
clergy of all denominations, and other influential persons, requesting them to aid the constabulary 
in procuring accurate returns of the extent of cultivation, and the quantity of live stock in Ireland. 
Tliese returns have now been received, and from the general good feeling exhibited, and the almost 
nuiversal readiness with which the required information has been given to the enumerators, I trust 
that public confidence in the accuracy of the returns will be increased. 

Another step connected with the inquiries is now in progress, in order to oscertein, as nearly as 
possible, the average rates of produce in different Electoral Divisions ; and on this subject I am 
anxious to obtain tho asaistance of the Guardians. 

I beg to forward a supply of printed forms for tbe Guardians of your Union, and 1 shall feel 
much obliged if one of tAejfl/orms is filled up and returned to me wiik ike rates of produce for each 
Electoral Division, 

A meraora,ndum explanatory of the return is printed on the first page, and a form, filled up as an 
example, is given on the fourth ; but should further information be required, I shall he most happy to 
afford every explanation in my power. 

I also send tables which contain the acreage under each crop for the present year in every Electoral 
Division, as a knowledge of the extent of tillage may assist in arriving at the average rates of 
produce.

In addition to this cii’cular the Poor Law Commissioners, at my request, were 
so good as to address the Boards of Guardians on the same subject, as follows : —

Gentlemen, — Tbe Commissioners for administering tbe Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, desire 
to inform you that they understand that the Registiar-Geueral is about to address the several Boards of 
Guardians in Ireland on the subject of the Agricultural Returns which, since the year 1847, have been 
collected under the direction of Her Majesty’s Government; and to solicit the assistance of the 
various Boards of Guai'dians, especially with a view to ascertaining, as nearly as possible, the 
average rates of produce in different districts. 

The Commissioners request that the Board of Guardians will he so good as to afford cveiy assistance 
in their power to the Registrar-General, in procuring the information required.

In 1854 similar circulars were issued to the Guardians, but I regret to say they 

were not so successful in obtaining assistance as I had hoped they would be, 

tbe Guardians of only 335 Electoral Divisions having responded to them. 

^ For the year 1855 there appears but little probability of greater success than 
in 1854, as up to this period the Returns of Rates of Produce have been received 
by me from only 178 Divisions out of 3,439. 

This seeming indifference on the part of the Guardians, to fill up these 
forms, may be owing to the general confidence placed in the correctness of the 
Returns made by the Officers of Constabulary. I annex copies of letters which 
have reached me from two Boards of Guardians, stating this to be the cause 
why It was considered unnecessary, on the part of the members of these Boards, 
to give returns of the average produce within their unions ; and from several 
pities conversant with the subject I have had communications to the same 
effect : —

Sra, — I beg respectfully to say that I am directed by our Chairman to state, that the information 
rendered by the Constabulary in this Union, relative to agricultural produce is, he considers, very 
correct; and would, he thinks, bo the most correct to make out statistical returns of agricultural 
produce ; — much more so than what could be made out by Guardians of Electoral Divisioiis, as they 
could not ascertain (for the want of time) the quantity ao correctly.

It is satisfactory to find that the accuracy of the Returns of the Acreage under 
Flax in 1855 — which I had the honour of subniittiug to your Excellency on the 
1st of last September — is borne testimony to in the following extract from the 
Annual Report, just published, by that most useft.il Institution, the Royal Society 
for promoting the growth of Flax in Ireland : — 

“ As was fully anticipated, the returns of the area sown with flax showed a 
“ large falling off. In 1854, 151,403 acres had been sown; in 1855, only 97,192; 
“being, in round numbers, a reduction of 35 per cent. But although the figures 
“ for 1855 appear very unsatisfactory when placed beside those for the three pre- 
“ ceding years, daring which flax cultivation made such a wonderfully rapid pro- 
“ gress, we find that they are only 10 per cent, under the average of the eight 
“years ended 1854; while, compared with the 53,863 acres of 1848, and the 
“ 60,314 of 1849, they are even very satisfactory. The crop of 1855 is a few 
“ thousand acres over that of 1850; so that we are, in fact, thrown back just five 
“ years by the untoward causes ah'eady detailed.” 

It has hitherto been usual to delay the publication of the Returns of Live 
Stock on Farms; of the Acreage under the various Crops; and of the Rates 
of Produce, until the whole should be ready for the press ; but, having obtained 
your Excellency’s approval, I have, for the year 1855, submitted each of these 
Returns as soon as they could be compiled; and have thus been enabled to meet 
the desire of the public for early information on these important subjects, and 
also to comply with the recommendation to that effect contained in the Report 
of the Select Committee of the House of Lords, during last Session of Pai’lia- 
ment, upon the subject of obtaining accurate Agriculture Statistics from all parts 
of the United Kingdom. _ i • i. 

I beg to say that the usual detailed statistical tables for 1855, showing the 
classification of Holdings in Ireland, — which exceed 590,000 in number,-— are 
now in course of compilation ; as are also those relating to Scutching Mills for 
Flax ; and to other subjects connected with agriculture. 

I take this opportunity of acquainting your Excellency that I am, as 
mer years, much indebted to the magistracy, resident gentry, and clergy of all 
denominations, and to the farming classes generally, for the assistance they have 
afforded to the enumerators in the discharge of their duties. To the public press 
I am also under many obligations for its valuable aid in removing prejudices, 
by making widely known the object of collecting agricultoal statistics.

Sir, 

Yoa will recoiTe herewitTi blank copies of “ Foi’m C,” referred to in the “ General 
Instructions” addressed to the Enumerators the 20th of last June, — in order to enable you 
to make Returns of the Rates of Produce of the various Crops grown witliin your District. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance which has been afforded to the Enumera- 
tors by all Ranks and Classes in ascertaining the extent of each Crop cultivated in Ireland 
this year, I confidently trust that by making inquiries from the Resident Gentry, Clergy, 
and Farming Classes in your neighbourhood, you will be able to arrive at a valuable 
approximation to the truth, respecting the average Ratos of Produce ; that being the 
object sought to he attained by means of this Return, to which accuracy, as far as possible, 
can alone give any real value. 

Tour most particular attention is at present requested to this subject, in consequence 
of the increasing importance and additional interest now attached to A^icnltural Statistics; 
and I trust you will he enabled to forward the Returns for your Distidct to this Office 
early in the month of November, in order that a General Abstract may he compiled and 
submitted for the consideration of His Excellency the Lord lieutenant. 

It is my intention to solicit the assistance of the Boaa-da of Poor Law Guardians on 
this very difficult question,— as was done by me last year,— for the purpose of obtaining 
their opinions as to Rates of Produce in the several Electoral Divisions and Unions in 
Ireland. This information will form a valuable auxiliary to that obtained through the 
Officers of Constabulary.
